BRINGING OUT GREEN. 


The general tendency of the present 


time to rush blindly ahead gathering In 
all the products of the f*arth, no matter 
how much may be wasted In the process, 


taking no thought of the future, but only 
concerned to u*e up as much as possi- 
ble before someone else comes Into pos- 
Jesgioo, is for once discredited. 


To drive, then, for five, or ten, or fif- 


teen rnlle* In the hills back of Piedmont 
and'BoBt Oakland on roads that are alt 
most &s bare of verdure as the desert, 
except for the ttny tufts of green that 
h«ve been planted there within the last 
few years and to see the pictures of 
shaded *rvenues and emerald -slopes of 
forty or fifty years hence Is a unique ex- 
perience. 


It Is the too common experience to 


drive down some/uch shaded avenue this 
year and return In another to flwd that 
a. ruthless hand has laid low the trees 
and despoHert the whole environment of 
fts beauty. 
The most attractive cities 


in tho world are the "forest cities." 
It 


la the birthright of Oakland that it should 
be a city of trees. 
| 


VITAL FOR WATER. 


There Is an economic phase 
of 
the 


question that la quite as Important. 
A 


large part of the water supply of Oak- 
land Js conserved among these hills and 
tbe Increasing demands 
of the 
future 


water supply, as the city continues to 
grow and spread, makes some such pro- 
vision as this a vital one. 
"Where now 


the hillsides bake and blister under the 
smnmer sun, it ig expected there will 
some time bp the damp spongy earth of 
the forest soil from which water may al- 
ways be drawn. 


The tracts of land that have so far 


been planted to young forests. extend 
along the slope back of Berkeley, where 
the road to Marlines crosses the hills to 


tfae Intersecting line of toe road that 
Wtrses the Joaquln. Miller place flvfrmllea 
to the southward. 
They are from a mile 


to three mite* wide. Out m the vicinity 
Of the Horn* Club. In East Oakland, the 
miniature forests, now but three or four 
feet high, begin, and driving along the 
road that passes there one may go nearly 
as far as Moragra valley without going 
out of sight of them. The trees are not 
sparsely scattered, but cover the ground 
so thickly that they should become a 
veritable forest. 


WORK UNCOMPLETED. 


The work is not yet completed. In addi- 


tion to the 000,000 trees already planted 
there are 150,000 growing In nurseries to 
be set out as they become old enough. 
They are mostly the Monterey pine, al- 
though some cypress and eucalyptus are 
used by way of variety. The pine la the 
most successful tree, as It Is self-Irri- 
gating, gathering'the moisture from the 
fog and carrying It to its roots. 


P. A. Dlnsmore, the man who has 


charge of this enterprise, la a genuine 
enthusiast. He patrols the hills early and 
late in a powerful Mttle runabout, giving 
directions for the planting and main- 
tenance- of the growing forest. There are 
six watchmen under him and they have 
nn effective system. 
During the present 


season these guards have-put out twenty- 
six hillside flres, any one of which might 
have been disastrous if It ha<? gained a 
Httle headway. 
One big fire In the hill* 


will sweep out the work of four or five 
years and thousands of dollars spent in 
planting the trees. 


PUBLfC AN OBSTACLE.' 


"It Is a .strange thing," said Mr. Dins- 


more tho other day, "that the public, 
which Is really going to.profit most by this 
work of forestration, is the greatest ob- 
stacle we have to contend with. In spite 
oC nil tho warnings we have posted, the 
fires -are" generally started by careless 
people who throw away cigars or start 
fires in a reckless manner, Again and 
apain the wntehmen have caught people 
ncllnjr as if they wore bent on malicious 
mischief. When we explain that they are 
likely to cause great damage they some- 
times become Insolent.

stand the etreak of vandalism that seems 
to run through a good part of the human 
race. 


"It Is not only the starting of flres we 


are obliged to guard against. Every now 
and then we find half a dozen or more 
young trees rujhlessly pulled; up by the 
roots. 
There to no possible excuse for 


this. I suppose some young fellows come 
along and try their strength on the trees, 
attempting to nee who can pull up the 
largest one. 
Again, at Christmas 11me, 


we find a great many people surprised 
that they arc not allowed to come out 
and pull up a little tree to take home. 
Does no one Btop to consider what it 
would mean if even a small proportion 
of tbe population of 
Oakland 
got 
Its 


Christmas trees from these hills we have 
planted?" 


ESPIONAGE 
SYSTEM. 


The system of espionage that has been 


astablished over the young forests for fire 
protection Includes a signal system be- 
tween the watchmen. Each watchman 
has his beat. 
At the highest or most 


prominent point along his line there Is a 
signal station, where, if he discovers a 
fire, ho hoists a flag. The chief guard, 
who is never far from the central sta- 
tion, located on a hill between Pipdmont 
and Dlmond canyon, is on the lookout for 
these signals from all the other guards. 
As soon as he, sees one he nine up a signal 
Riving the district in which the flre is 
occurring and smarts at once for the scene. 
He has a telephone by which ho is able 
to .turn in an alarm to the general of- 
fices if the fire seems to be a big one, and 


corps of emergency fire-fighters is dis- 


patched. 


One of the guards, after several seasons' 


experience fighting flres with sacks and 
brush, reached tho conclusion that there 
should be some more effective instrument. 
He invented a fire Hail. 
'.. .ie hande Is 


like a broomstick or pltchforq handle. 


The flail Is attached loosely to th* 


handle and is a broad piece of sheet 
metal. It Is possible to strike burning 
grass or brush very rapidly with this 
spatular surface and it is the moat ef- 
fective extinguisher that has been used 
by the men. 
Mr, Dhismore says that 


four or five men thus equipped will flo 
the work of ten. The guard armed with 
his peculiar fire-flail, riding aJong the 
hillside trnils, resembles a Don Quixote 
going forth to do battle with windmills. 


The trees are raised from seed and are 


transplanted when they are quite young. 
It is necessary to keep a space dug 
around the roots for some time in or- 
der to give thorn a chance to outgrow 
the grass and weeds. All this adds to 
the expense of maintaining them. They 
must be set out before the first March 
every year, ajid In the winter time a 
large force of men is employed in the 
work of planting vacant acres. 
It has 


been necessary 10 secure pack trains of 
burros to get tho trees up to fhe high 
places, where they are planted. 


FIELD MICE. 


Trt. addition to fire and vandalism, a 


menace that iho gunrds nre obliged 10 
contc-nd with is the field mice. They in- 
crease rapidly with tho withdrawn! of 
the land from cultivaiiort and after they 
have made nests of the dead grass thpy 
gnaw the bark from the young trees. 


either for food or Iwild^ng material. Th« 
principal that everything hr|a Its natural 
enemy has been made use of by Call- 
fora la horticulturists moro than any- 
where elee In the world. 
Every pest 


is confronted with Its greatest natural 
enemy, brefl and turned loose to de- 
vour ti- 


lt occurred to Mr, I>lnsmor» tfcat If 


there were cats enough In tho biQa the 
mice would greatly diminish, *o hs se« 
cured scores of kittens, and raising them 
to an age where they would be al>Ie to tak« 
cara of themselves end making them a* 
w4M as possible, he turned them loose hj 
hills. There la plenty of water and when- 
ever a guard Bees a company cat h« take* 
the precaution to give It a good wcarfl 
to keep Jt from Becking domestic »n- 
vlronment again. It IB one of the few 
instances where a domesticated animal 
has been driven back to the wild •rate. 
It is believed that the cats are keep- 
ing down the pest of mice, although too 
many of the rodents survive now foe 
the safety of tha trees. 


The planting of forests fo one of <hfl 


finest examples of faith that m&y b« 
witnessed in the present day. Th* man 
who plants a little tree, knee-high today, 
believing that ft will offer shade to 
some one else, must have confld«ncB In 
the man who IB to come after him. trust 
that another man will come wtio wants 
a forest instead of a ha.y field, hope that 
the destructive elements of flre and wind 
will grant a long period of Immunity, 
faith that -Nature will accept his ser- 
vices ns beauty doctor, and somo day 
pay lite fco.

CHILDREN NOW dlVEN 


OPEN AIR EDUCATION 


Boys in British Reformatories Are 


Now Sent Into Fields to Do 


Farm Work. 


. . 
.(BY LADY HENRY SOMERSET.) 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Tho education of the child is by far the most Important 


consideration of our day. The child lias for the flrst ilme been recognized as an 
entity, apart .from his parents or his family. The child stands on" his own rights, 
has laws passed in. his favor, has become an individual, from the cradle, and not an 
appurtenance. The State is recognizing everywhere Sis paternal duty lo the child, 
realizing that it is quite useless to hope to deal with tlie adult until this child 
question has been tackled. Germany has long- seen tlie answer to many of the prob- 
lems which civilization has set before us. At Charlottenljurg the open air school 
is one of tho most interesting experiments which hr.s yet been made, and 
has 


served as a model for establishments of the same kintl. At Mulbnusen, In a park 
called tbe Hermitage, an open air school was established on the lines of Ch&rlot- 
tenburg. The adjacent tramways hring the children into tlie park, where they aro 
fed, taught and allowed to play. The school lias been oponoil to children suffering 
from" diseases of the lienrt, lung trouble or iinaemia., They remain 
from two to 


three months in the open air school, and .'fre then drafted back to ordinary 
life. 


The samp experiments are being made at Klberfcldt and at Dresden, and now Kng- 
lan dls following, in the rear. 
The children from tho Pcnf School were-the first to 


benefit by the new idea, and were taken to Osea Island, on the coast of Essex, last 
summer, for a course of four months' lessons In tin1 open air. 
Children Do Their Lessons in Open Air 


At Borstal Woods-the open-air system is, however, seen in this country to Its 


best advantage. Some twenty acres of ground Jiavo borm placed at ihe disposal of 
the Uondon County Council. Under the shadow of the trees, with tho Iigh,t slanting 
through the brandies, you can see the children In groups of twenty, sitting In their 
dock chairs, doing- their lessons. In the Interval the children are tauffht tho his- 
tory of wild flowers, birds and insects and all those 
living 
things which delight 


their hearts, kindle '.heir imagination and open their minds. The order maintained 
in this open-air army is splendid. 
They arc dispatched In detachments for their 


meals, and, as each procession is formed, they march away to the word of com- 
mand. Whatever happens, whether the little pale faces regain color, or the narrow 
chests expand, or Ihe tired hearts bent with a regularity of strength, the children 
will have gained something out in the woods which they would never have known 
had they remained in the four walls of the schoolhouse. They will have learned 
something of the beauty of the world which lias been hidden from them in their 
pent-up surroundings. They will understand better how lo bear the future, by tho 
thought of all that exists around them which for a while perhaps they do not flee. 
Moreover, the ordinary curriculum of the nchool is far better taught. 
Tho chil- 


dren learn their geography by digging the countries in the Band, making their 
mountains, their rivers, their peninsulas and their continents. What better way 
could we find of giving Instruction than by allowing this creative faculty to havo 
its play? Amongst tbe tiny babies the idea is to organize a model village, whero 
the children are taken from their earliest youth, to understand something of homo 
making1. This new experienco'Is also to include gardening for little children. Alto- 
gether, in effect, the seaside holiday and tho country home are 1o be put within 
the reach of tlie poorest and the most neglected waif in the kingdom. 
Boy Prisoners Pick Peas in Fields 


This idea of what can be dono in the open air Is 
not only 
confined 
now to 


schools. It is beginning to dawn.on the somewhat dense intelligence of authori- 
ties everywhere. In tho prison at Borstal, not far owny from ihe open air school, 
an entire change has bc:en brought about in the management of the young prison- 
ers, lads of*16 years of age, who would otherwise conic under the bond of that un- 
promising material which goes to make up tho finished criminal. They are no 
longer shut in cells, but are allowed to go out Into the gardens to pick peas, to bo 
employed in farm work or In the workshop, and to do something which tastes of 
freedom and gives an Impetus to the possibilities of * the life that lies beyond the 
prison gates. It Is the- preparation for honest work which Is tho governing princi- 
ple of this system, which must appeal to tlie common sense of everybody, nay, It 
appeals to something more than that, it appeals to our deep-rooted belief that there 
is in humanity so much good that can be t,urm-d out, so much evil which can bo 
crushed down.

T THE instigation of Budolph Spreckels the First 


National Bank of San Francisco has commenced a 
libel suit against THE TRIBUNE alleglng:that 
the bank was damaged in the sum of $100,000 be- 
cause a rumor to the effect that the bank held a

paper. It was specifically stated that the story

Whether that is libelous is for 


the courts to decide, and whether the First 
National 


IBank was damaged in any sum by publishing that it was ru- 


mored that it owned some Spring Valley bonds is a matter to be 
determined by proof. 
Within two or three days after the ap- 


pearance of the article complained of and prior to the filing of 
the libel suit, THE TRIBUNE printed a letter from one of the 
bank's stockholders denying that*the First National held any 
Spring Valley bonds or \ras in any way interested in the pro- 
posed sale of the Spring Valley water works to the city of San 
Francisco. 
That fact alone should dispose of the charge of 


malice or any question of- a desire to injure the credit of the 
bank. 


However, Mr. Spreckels did'not instigate the suit in good 


faith. 
It was not what was printed about the bank, but what 


THE TRIBUNE said about him as the boss of the so-called 
graft prosecution that prompted him. 
He is not trying to pro- 


tect the First National Bank, but is using the name of the ba.nk 
in a proceeding intended to harass and intimidate this paper. 
He is incensed that THE TRIBUNE dares to tell the truth 
about him and his methods. 
In an effort to suppress the facts 


and silence adverse criticism he has invoked the power of the 
courts in the name of the bank of which he is president.

Cunarder from Queenstown to New York, is a triumph of the first 


«nagmfude for the steam turbine for the propulsion of the biggest 
ships aflcat 
Its success in small vessels had been satisfactorily 


demonstrated years ago Parsons the inventor, always maintained 
that it was better suited for marine vessels than the reciprocating 
engine, would give better results, prove more, economical and allow 
more space in the hull for the stowage of cargo. All of these claims 
ihave been fully established in the maiden voyage of the Lusitania 
across the Atlantic 
She has cut down the best west-bound time 


record between the two ports six hours and twenty-nine minutes; 
there was a total absence of the vibration which accompanies the 
working of the reciprocating engine and has a racking effect upon 
the stoutest hull, particularly when running at high speed; a re- 
traced coil consumption .per ton of displacement and an increased 
cargo space 
These all enter into the economics of steam naviga- 


tion. The difference of cargo space has, however, proved the least 
importan-' element, as the addition of auxiliary machinery which 
had to be introduced into a vessel of the 
displacement of 
the 


.. Lusitania reduced the cubical stowage area saved to a minimum of a 


few huncred tons, which cuts but a small figure in a vessel of her 
size, part cularly when devoted chiefly to the carrying of passengers. 
But in all of the other elements of superiority a material gain was ob- 
tained in the comforts and economics of the voyage.

, ered the average hourly speed record of 23 58 knots which is held by 
• the North German Lloyd steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II, and she 
• has yet to win the broom for the fastest east-bound record which is 
carried bv the Hamburg-American liner Deutschland. But there is 
scarcely room for doubt that both will be lowered by the Lusitania 
before the end of the year, as it must be remembered that no steam 


. vessel e-vt-r launched has made her best speed on the initial voyage. 


No prudent marine engineer will drive his engines to their full 
capacity on a maiden voyage, ami at no time was any effort made 
to crowd the Lusitania She has, however, made such a good rec- 
ord under moderate steam that her captain already claims for his ship 


i the honor of being the Empress o£ the Scat.

But. the inquisitors

'pf hope. In case favor, cajoleries 
and smooth assurances-do not 
incline Mr. Rtuef to give the kind 
of'testimony desired, then there 
remains in the form of a post- 
poned sentence a chance to apply 
another sort of pressure.

is being held. 
He ought to do

sonal credit. He ought- not' to 
permit a condition to exist which 
gives a kind of handle to sneers 
which no man of patriotic spirit 
likes to hear in relation to a court 
of justice. The "Argonaut" has

th. noted astronomer, one of the most 
papular astronomical writ.r» In the world, 
made a careful itudy of the recently 
visible Daniel comet at hi. observatory 
of JuvUy. and v.ry remarkable photo- 
graphs ot the •trarure visitor of the morn- 
Ing skies were taken by him. In a state- 
ment about the comet he .ays' 


"It was not an extraordinary appar- 


ition, like the great comets of 1858 and 
1851, and It was not to be compared in 
brilliancy with those of 18T4, 18S1 and 
1SS2, 
but comet, well observable by the 


naked eye are so rare that they merit 
special attention. 
We have not Been 


since 1882, a quarter of a century ago, 
so beautiful an object In the night sky. 
During two months I observed and pho- 
tographed 
this new comet every clear 


night. It steadily Increased In splendor 
from June 9. when it was discovered by 
Mr. Danl.1 of the observatory at Prince- 
ton, In the United States. 
Wben first 


discovered it was of Che ninth magnitude 
and It reached the second magnitude be- 
fore getting close to the sun. 


BIGGER THAN EARTH. 


"According to my observation tlie head 


of the comet had a diameter of 380,000 
kilometers, which, is to say, nearly thiity 
times the diameter of the earth. The tail 
though seen obliquely Indicated a length 
of more than 32,000,000 kilometers 
It 


was as if a volume of air, extremely at- 
tenuated, were fantastically traversing 
space with a rapidity Incomprehensible. 
In a few minutes as we watched through 
the telescope, the comet's apparent po- 
sition among the stars was changed, 
while the stars lost nothing of their light 
during the transparent eclipses. 


"As we followed tne comet with the 


telescopic camera, the stars formed lines 
according to the duration of the exposure 
The change of position «howed the comet 
to be traveling at forty-eight kilometers 
per second or 2,880 kilometers per minute. 
That is 172.000 kilometers every hcur. 


"And so the blonde traveler traversed 


our near space, passing the sun on Sep- 
tember 4, being electrified by the sun's 
rays and heated by the sun s ardor, and 
then it continued its flight through the 
deserts of the Infinite.
